Officers will wear tlze prescribed full dress uniform for Lcoccasionsof 

I special ceremony,'' whenever they make special official visits of cere-
mony to tlie President or Secretary of the Navy, or to foreign anthori-
ties and vessels of war.

I Officers will wear either the prescribed full clress uniform for l Lgeneral 
dutyn or the LL~uldressuniform7' whenever they make official visits to 
the President, Secretary of the Navy, heads of other departments, or to 
foreign authorities and vessels of war.

' i l  Ogcers serving on courts-martid, courts of inquiry, boards of esami- . 
1 I l  nation or special boards, or when attending as witnesses before conrts-
1 martial or courts of inquiry, or in any other capacity, will wear the 

nndrcss uniform, without swords, unless otherwise specially directed by 
competent authority.

I Officers in their social intercourse within the United States (upon 

occasions requiring them to appear in evening clress) may wear a boily 
coat rnade according to the prevailing fashion, of navy blue cfoth, with 
five iiavy buttons on each breast, ancl wit11 the devices of rank ancl 
gracle on the ends of the collar, as authorieecl for sack and overcoats, 
but d t h o n t  shoulder straps, epaulets, cockecl hat, or sleeve ornanlonts. 

It is optional with officers to wear their uniform while on duty in the 
Xavy Department, a t  the Obserl-atoiy, Hydrographic Office, or on Light-
houde duty ashore. 

Undress uniform is to be worn by all officers when attached to any 



vessel of the navy or coast survey, to any navy yard or station, or to 
any hospital or other naval establishment, for duty, unless when absent 
on leave. 

Swords are always to be worn at quarters, and on leaving a vessel, navy 
yard, or station, on military dut~-. 

I 

Officers on furlough will not wear their uniform, and officers are strictly 
prohibited from wearing any part of it while suspended from duty by 
sentence of a court-martial. . 

Chaplains, when performing divine service, may wear either the vest- 
ments of the church to which they belong or the uniform prescribed in 

I 

the regulations. 
On all occasions of ceremony or duty, abroad or in the United States, 

when a commanding officer may deem it necessary to order the attend- 1 
ance of the officers under his command, he shall be careful in such order 
to prescribe the particular dress to be worn. 

Officers attached to vessels in foreign ports will not visit the shore i 
withont being in uniform, except by permission of commanding officer. 

Officers are forbidden to wear any part of their uniform with citizens 
dress. They must wear the whole of their uniform or none. 

Before a vessel proceeds to sea there will be a general muster for the 41 

purpose of ascertaining vliether the officers and crew are provided wit11 
the uniform, full and undress, as prescribed by the regulations, and the 
comir~anclingofficer of the vcssel will see that all cieficiencies are supplied.

DRESS. 

FULL DRESS BODY COAT. 

The fbll diess body coat for the Admiral, Vice-Admiral, Rear-Admirals, 
Comn~odores, Captains, Commanders, Lieutenant Commanders, Lieuten- 
auts, Masters, Ensigns, and all staff officers of relative rank, respectively, 
shall be of navy blue cloth, double-breasted, lined with white silk serge ; 
the n-aist of the coat to descend to the top of the hip bone; the skirts 
to begin about one-fifth of the circumference from the front edge and 
descend four-fifths from the hip-bone towards the knee, with one button 
behind on each hip, aud one near the bottom of the pocket in each fold ; 
two rows of large navy buttons on the breast, nine in each row, placed 
four inclles and a, half apart from eye to e3-e at top, and two inches and 
a half at bottom ; the CURS of the coat to be closed, without buttons, and 
to be from two and a half to three inches deep ; standing collar, to hoolc 
in front a t  bottom, and to slope thence upwards and baclrwards at an 
angle of twenty-five degrees on each side, and to rise no higher than will 
1)ermit a free movement of the chin over i t ;  to have one strip of gold 
elnbroideretl white-oalr leaves (as per pattern) for the Admiral, Vice- 
Admiral, and Rear-Acl~nirals ; to have a strip of navy gold lace one inch 



wide around the top and down the front for Commodores, Captains, and 
Commanders, and one-half incli wide for Lieutenant Cominenders, Lieu- 
tenants, Masters, ancl Ensigns. 

All staff officers mill wear the same widths of gold lace around the 
top and down the front of the collars of their full dress body coats as 
prescribed for line officers, with w h ~ m  they have relative rank, mspect- 
ively. 

Midshipmen, after graduation, will hereafter be allowed a full dress 
* 

double-breasted coat, nine buttons in each row, with a gold cord one- 
eighth of arr inch wide sro~und the sleeve, and an anchor in gold enibroicl- 
ery on each side of the collar, one inch in length, (as per pattern) 

The full dress body coat is to be worn only with epaulets, coclrecl hat, 
sword and sword knot. 

Midshipmen a t  the Navd Academy will wear a strip of lace one-eighth 
of an inch wide around the onter cdge of the collar of their phracle 
jackets. Parade jackets will only be worn 011 Sundays, dress lxtrecles, or 
other occasions of ceremony. 

FULL DRESS DUTY, UNDRESS, AND SERVICE FROCK COAT. 

The f ~ ~ l l  dress duty, undress, and service frock coat for all com~rus- 
sioned officers will be of nary-blue cloth, faced with tlie same, and lined 
with black silk serge; clonble-breasted, with two rows of large navy 
buttons on the breast, nine in each uo~v, placed four inches and a half 
apart, from eye to eye a t  top, and two inclies and a half a t  bottoln; roll- 
ing collar; skirts to be full, coininencing a t  the hip bone and descend- 
ing four-fifths thcnce towards the knee, with one button behind on each 
hip and one near the bottom of the pocliet in each fold; cuEs to be closed, 
without buttons, nncl from two ancl a half to three inches deep. 

Frock coats for midshipmen will be the same as for cominissiorled offi- 
cers, except that the bnttons will be of medium size only. 

The "full drcss duty " and LLnnclress'7 uniform coat for Eoats~~ains ,  
Gunners, Carpenters, and Sailmakers will be a frock coat similar in 
every respect to the frock coat of the line and staff commissionecl officers. 

Clerks and Mates will wear a double-breasted frock coat, ~vitlr nine 
navy buttons of medium size on each side. 

SACK-COATS. 

Sack-coats of navy-blue flannel or blue cloth may be worn off clnty by 
all officers on board ship and in the United States; but never on shore, 
nor on board ship on duty in a foreign port. Sack-coats shall be single- 
breasted, ni th a row of five n~edj~ullii size buttons on the right breast. 
Shoalder straps and lace on tlie sleeves will be dispensed with on sack- 
coats-retaining the stai*for line oficers-in which case the design a t '  ions 

of rank and corps will be worn on the ends of tlie collar, as fo1lo11-8: 
Admiral.-Fonr silver s tars ,~c~it l~ g'oltl foul anchors under the two onter 

ones.

Pice-Admiral.-Three silver stars, n-ith a gold foul anchor under the 
center one.

Staff officers will wear on tlie ends of the collars of their saclr-coats

de~ice.  

JIates, Boatswains, and Guur~ers ill wear the star of line officers on 
tlleir slceves. 

For all officers, are to be of navy-blne cloth or white duck or drilliiig, 4 
(or for l L  service clre~s,~, of nary-blue flitimel.) 

Within the tropics white pantaloons are to be morn a t  all seasons of 
the Sear, unless otlter~vise ordered by the officer in cornmand. 

l;ort,h of the tropics blue pantaloons are to be worn from the 1st of 
October to the 15th of May, and white ones fronz the 15th of May to  the 
1st of October, when the weather is suitable ; and sonth of the tropics 

I vice ye?*scc, subject, lzowever, to suclz exceptions as may be directed or 
anthonierd by the sc~lior officer present in  coinmancl. 

VESTS. : I 
For all officers, will be single-breasted, standing collar, with nine sinall I 

navy bnttons in front, and made of nary-blue cloth, fine blue flannel, or 
of suitable wllite material. 

JACKETS AND FLANNEL COATS. Ir 1 
Jackets inay be worn as " service dress" by all officers, except a t  gen- I' 

eral muster, or upon special occasions of ceremony, mhen a different 
. d r e ~ sis prescribed by the commanding offlcer; to be of navy-blue cloth, 

faced with the same, and lined with blaclr silk serge; double or single-

breasted, as in the coat ; rolling collar, with tlle same number of small 
sized bnttons on the breast as for tlie coat, and with the same arrange- 
ment of lace on the cuff's, a i d  the 'same slloulder straps. 

I n  mild clili~ates or seasons, officers in serl-ice dress may wear the 



uniform made of navy-blue fine flannel. Coats to be lined with black 
silk serge, and furnished ~ 5 t h  navy buttons of medium size. The same 
may be worn on shipboard at seg except at general muster; also on 
board ship in port, except at general muster, wh&n on watcli with the 
colors hoisted, or on occasions of ceremony, when a different dress is 
prescribed by the commanding officer. 

White linen or grass jackets, to Ire made like the cloth ones, but mith- 
out straps or sleeve ornaments, may be morn within the tropics, at sea 
and in port, with white straw hats, when the weather, in the opinion of 
the commanaing officer, is such as to require it. They must not, how- 
ever, be worn ashore in foreign ports, nor by the officer of the declr, for 
the time being, in ports where the vessel may be visited by strangers. 

OVERCOATS. 

Overcoats shall be a caban overcoat and cape, of dark blue beax-er or 
pilot clot>h, skirt to extend below the knee; cape to be ten inches 
shorter; double-breasted, with pockets in side seam, and fil-e navy but- 
tons on each breast. The cape to be made so that i t  can be removed at 
pleasure, so as to form a separate garment. On each end of the collar 
of the overcoat the same devices of rank ancl corps shall be morn, 
respectively, as authorized for sack-coats. 

Mates, Clerks, Boatswains, Gunqers, Carpenters, and Sailmakers will . 
not wear any devices on the collars of their overcoats. 

CRAVAT. 

Crarat for all officers, to be of black silk or satin, with a white shirt 
collar shoving above it. 

S L E E V E  ORNARaENTS. 

PULL DRESS BODY COATS OF ADXIRALS. 

The f11ll dress coat of the Admiral will have three strips of gold em- 
broidered white-oak leal-es, one inch wide and a half an inch apart, on 
the sleeve, as per pattern. 

The full dress coat of tlie Vice-Admiral will be the same as for the 
Admiral, except that there will be but two strips of embroidery on the 
sleeve. 

The full dress coat of a Rear-Admiral will be the same as for the Vice 
Admiral, except that there will be but one strip of embroidery on the 
sleeve, 

UNDRESS COATS, ADMIRALS, ETC. 

The lace on the sleeves is to be navy gold lace of the widths, respect- 
ively, of tno incnes, one inch, and one-quarter of an inch. 

The undress coat of the Admiral will have one strip of golcl lace tnro 
inches wide amuud the cuff, ~ ~ i t l l  three strips of half-inch gold lace, one- 
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quarter of an inch apart, above, (asper pattern,) or, a t  his discretion, the 
Admiral may wear the full and undress uniform as established by regn-
lation of December 1,1866. 

The undress coal: of the Vice-Admiral will be the same as for the 
Admiral, except that there will be bnt two st,ripsof half-inch gold lace 
above the wide lace. 

The undress coat of a Rear-Admiral will be the same as for the Vice-
~Ldniiral,except there will be but one strip of half-inch gold lace above . 
the wide lace. 

FULL DRESS BODY AND FROCK COATS. 

For Commodores,one strip of gold lace, two inches wide, one inch and 
shalf from the edge of the sleeve. 

For Captains, four strips of navy gold lace one-half inch wide, one-

I quarter of an inch apart; the lower strip one inch and a half from the 
lower eclge of tlie sleeve. 

For Commanders, the same, except that there shall be but three strips

Engineers will wear around the sleeve red cloth, between the strips of 

gold lace. 
Staff officers entitled to but one strip of lace on the sleeve will mear 

the colored cloth so as to show one-fourth of an iizch abore ancl below

the strip. 

No other officers are entitled to wear the above-describedornaments.

EPAULETS.

Lr two gold bullion epaulets with their respecti\-e strap orna-

For the Admiral, Vice-Aclmiral, Rear-Admirals, and Coninlodores, the 
strap to be two ancl three-quarters of an inch wide, and six inches long; 
frog four and three-eighths of an inch wide ; crescent eleven-sixteenths of 
an inch in the broadest part ; bullion three and one-half inches long, and 
five-eighths of an inch in diameter. Staff officers of relative rank t'o 
wear the same.

For Captains, Commanders, Lieutenant Commanders, and staff officers 

of relative rank, the strap to be two ancI three-quarters of an inch wick 
ancl six inches long ;frog four and three-eighths of an inch wide ;crescent 
eleven-sixteenths of an inch in the broadest part; bullion three inches 
long and half an inch in diameter. 

For Lieutenants and staff officers of relative rank, the stmp to be tmo 
and one-half inches micle and six inches long ; frog four and three-eighths 
of an inch wide ; crescent nine-sixteentl~s of an inch in the broadest part ; 
bullion three inches long, and three-eighths of an inch in diameter. 

SHOULDER STRAPS. 

No officer in the navy below the assimilated rank of Lientenant mill 
wear shoulder straps, cocked hat, or epaulets. 

Masters, 'Ensigns, and Midshipmen, after gadnation, and staff officers 
of assimilated rank, mill wear, in lieu of shoulder straps or epaulets, 
gold-embroidered shoulder loops as per patterns; staff officers omitting 
the anchor. 

These can also be vorn on the undress froclc coat, either on duty or 
on other occasions. 

All shoulcler straps are to be of navy-blue c10tl.l~ four inches ancl a 
quarter long, ancl one inch and a half wide, including the bhrcler, which 
is to be a quarter of an inch wide and embroidered in gold, except for 
tlie Admiral, which will be four and seven-eighths inches long and one 
and five-eighths of an inch wide, including the border, ~vhich is to be one- 
quarter of an inch wide. 

The center ancl end ornaments, or distinctions of the line and staff, 
and indications of ranlz, are to be embroidered in gold or in silver, as 
hereinafter designated, and are to be as follows: 

DEVICES FOR SHOULDER STRAPS AND FROGS O F  EPAULETS. 

For the Admiral, four silver stars, of five rays each, ljlaced equiclis- 
tant from each other, in the micldle of the stra,p, or frog of the epanlet, 
with a gold fonl anchor one and one-eighth of an inch long mlder the 
two outer stars. 

For the Vice-Admiral, three silver stars of five rays each, placed equi- 
distant on the strap, or frog of the epaulet, wit11 a gold foul anchor one 
and one-eighth of an inch long, nuder the center star. 

For Rear-Lldmirds, two silver stars of five rays each, one near each 
end of the strap, or frog of the epaulet, vith a sil\-er fo~ll ancllor se\7en- 
eighths of an inch long in the center. 



For Commoclores, a silver star of five rays, placed in tlie center, with 
a silver foul anchor at each end of the strap, or frog of the epaulet. 

For Captains, a silver spread eagle in tlie center, with a silver fonl 
jxnclior at each end of the strap, or frog of the epaulet. 

For Uoni~nanders,a silver oak leaf a t  each end, with a silver foul 
anchor in the center of the strap, or frog of the epaulet. 

For Lieutenant Commanders, a golcl oak leaf a t  each end, with a silver 
fonl anchor in the center of the strap, or frog of the epaulet. 

For Lieutenants, two golcl bars at each end, with a silver foul anchor 
in the center of the strap, or frog of the epaulet. 

Stag officers will wear slzoulder straps of the same description as pre-
scribed for line officers with whom they have relative rank, respectively, 
with the following exceptions, viz : 

In the Meclical Corps the anchor is omitted. 
I11'the Paymasters7Corps an oak sprig is substituted for the anchor, 
In tlie Engineers7Corps a device of four oak leaves in the form of a 

cross is substituted. 
For Secretaries to commanders of fleets and squadrons, the letter S, 

in silver, is substituted. 
In lieu of shoulder strips, warrant officers shall wear as follows: Eoat-

swains ancl Gunners a gold star embroidered on each side of the collar, 
similar to that worn on the sleeve. 

Carpenters and Sailmakers will wear a diamond or lozenge embroid-
ered in golcl, one and one-eighth inch in extreme length, on each side of 
the collar. 

COCKED ISAT, CAP, ETC.  

COCKED HAT. .r 

All commissioned officers, incIuding and above the rank of Lienten-
ant, will wear a black cocked hat of the following dimensions: 

To be not more than six nor less than five and a ha,lf inches on the 
back fan; and not more than five and a half nor less than five inches 
on the front fan; and not more than eighteen nor less than sixteen 
inches long from peak to peak. The hat to be bouncl with black silk 
lace, to show one inch and a quarter on each side. In  the fold, at each 
end of the hat, a tassel will be worn, formed of five gold and five blue 
bullions; and on the front or right fan, a black silk cockade four and a 
half inches in diameter. 

The Admiral, Vice-Admiral, Rem-Admirals, Uommodores, and staff 
officers of relative rank, will wear over the cockade a loop of six gold 
bullions, half ap inch in diameter, the two inner bullions to be tmisted 
together,, with small navy button in the lower end of the loop. 

All other officers entitled to wear coclred hats m7ill wear over the 



coclcaile a loop formed of four gold blxllions, three-eighths of an inch in 
diameter, not twisted, nrith a small na~-y  button in the lower end of the 
loop. 

CAP. 

The cap to be of dark blue cloth; clialneter of the top to be t'lie same 
as tlze base; quarters not less than on e and a qnarter nor more than one- 
inch and a half wide in front, slopiilg gradual1y ; and to be riot I ess than 
one-hall nor more than three-quarters 1 of an  in1 ch wide a t  the bac :lr of the 
cap. The seam around the tip to be witllont :t welt,, an d neatly stitcllecl 
on each side. Band to be one inch and a half wide, with a velt one- 
eig11th of a11 inch in diameter a t  the top, and a .  melt one- eighth of ' an inch

wide in front, and rounded, as per pattern. The inside band to be of 
stout pasteboard, and to extend from the base of the cap to within one- 
quarter of an inch of the tip. The sweat and inside linings to be of 
uncolored morocco. The cap in front is to be not less than two and 
a half nor more than three inches in height, according to size, with four 
black metal eyelets inserted in the top for ventil a ion. t' 

During rainy weather only a black glazed silk corer may be worn 
over the cap. 

CAP ORNAJIENTS. 

Tlze cap ornament for all commissioned officers i a  the Navy and Mid- 
sl~ipmen after graduation will be a silver shield mith t v o  crossed anclzors 

.in gold, arranged as per pattern. A gold cord of the same pattern as  
the one now worn by the nlidshipn~e~l a t  the Naval Academy will be 

worn on the front of tl!e cap by all officers. 


Warrant Officers will wear two gold embroiclered anchors crossed; 

each anchor one ancl a half inch long. 


Mates will wear a plain anchor, one inch and a q ~ ~ a r t e r  
long, embroi- 

dered in gold and placed in a vertical position. 


Clerks will wear a foul anchor on the front of the cap, mith a gold 

corcl, the same as that worn by Midshipillen a t  the Academy. 


STRAW HATS. 

I n  tropical climates, or during warm seasons, officers may wear white 

straw llats ilncler the same restrictions as in the case of jackets; the 

body of the hat to be not more than threc m d a half nor less than two 

and a half inches in height, and the brini, rrithout linii%, not ]nore than 

three ancl a half nor less than two inches in width, wit11 a plain band of 

black ribbon. 




SWORDS, E T C .  

SWORD AND SCABBARD. 

For all officers, shall be a cut-ancl-thmst blade, not less than tmenty- 
six nor more than twenty-nine inches long; half basket hilt; grip white; 
scabbards of black leather; monntings of yellow gilt; and all as per 
pattern. 

The f ~ ~ l l  dress sword-belt of the Admiral, Vice-Admiral, Rear-Admi- 
rals, and Commodores will be of blne cloth with a small gold cord around 
the edge, and one strip of gold embroiclered whitejoak leaves, one-half 
inch wide, running through the center, as per pattern. 

The sling-straps to be of blne cloth with a small gold thread aronnd 
the edge, as per pattern. 

The full-dress sword belts of the different grades below the rank of 
Commodore will be of blue webbing, with gold cord wo\-en in as per 
patterns. 

Miclshipmeli may wear, on boat duty, a dirk, as per pattern. 

UNDlLESS SWORD BELT. 

For all oficcrs, shall be of plain blacli. glazed leather, not less than one 
inch ancl a half nor more tlian two inches wicle, with slings of the same not 
less than one-half nor more than three-quarters of an inch wide, and a 
hook in the forward ring to saspend the sworcl. Belt-plate of yellow 
gilt in front, two inches in diameter. The belt to be worn 01-er the coat. , 

SWORD KNOT. 

For all officers, except mates, clerks, boatswains, gunners, carpenters, 
and sail-makers, s&11 be a stmp of gold lace twenty-four inches long, 
including the tassel, golilslide, tassel of twelve gold bullions, one inch 
and thrcc-quarters long, inclosing five blne bullions, with basket-worlcecl 
head. 

BUTTONS.

Dress-parade jackets mill have arouild the edge of the- collar a strip 
of navy gold lace, one-eighth of an inch wide. These jackets only to be 
worn at dress-parade, oficial occasions, visits of ceremoily, and Sundays.

The cap will have a plain anchor, one inch and a quarter in length, 
embroidered in gold, and placed in a vertical position. A double gold 
cord, looped and fastened at each end by a small sized navy button, will 
be worn for the sliding strap.

Coxswains of Commanders-in-Chief will (in addition to the petty officers7 
device on the sleeve above the elbow) wear on each side of the collars of 
their jackets and frocks, three inches from the front, two cross anchors, 
each one and three-quarter8 of an inch in length, made of, or worked in, 
white or blue sewing materials, according to the color of the garment- 
the white upon blue garments, and vice versa. 

Coxswains of other commanding officers mill (in addition to the petty 
officers7 device on the sleeve below the elbow) wear in the same position

SaJlmakers' Mates will (in addition to the petty officers7 device on the 
sleeve above the elbow) wear on both sleeves, in front, half-way between 
the edge of the sleeve and the elbow, a fid, one inch and a half in length, 
placed vertically; to be worked in, or made of, white or blue sewing 
materials, according to the color of the garment-the white upon blue 
garments, and vice versa. 

All line petty officers will wear on their right sleeve above the elbow, 
in front, an eagle and anchpr, of not more than two inches in length, 
with a star of one inch in diameter one inch above jt, the whole to be 
placed vertically, and made of or worked in white or blue sewing ma- 
terials, according to the color of the garment--the white upon blue gar- 
ments, and vice versa. 

All other petty officers, and First-class Firemen, except officers' stew- 
ards, will wear the same device on the left sleeve, but without the star. 

The outside clothing for petty officers not previously specified, Sea- 
men, Firemen, and Coal-heavers, Ordinary Seamen, Landsmen, and 
Boys, for muster, shall consist of blue cloth jackets and trowsers, or 
blue woolen frocks ; bluet cloth caps, without visors ; cap bands, to be 
of black ribbon, one and one-quarter of an inch wide, with.the name of 
the vessel to which they are attached painted on then? in yellow or gilt 
letters. 

In  warm weather, or within the tropics, i t  shall consist of white linen 
or duck frocks, and blue or white trowsers; blue 'cloth caps, without 
visors, or white sennit hats, as the commanding officer may direct ; hat 
or cap bands to be of black ribbon, with the name of the vessel to which 
they are attached painted on them, as prescribed above; black silk 
neckerchiefs, and shoes or boots, properly cleanecl. 

The outside of the collars of all frocks for petty officers, and other 
enlisted men, will be made of or covered with blue dungaree, or blue 
nankin. The collars of all.frocks to be uniform in size-to be six and 
one-half inches deep and with square corners, with a white-embroidered 
five-pointed star, three-quarters of an inch in diameter, in each corner. 
No tape on the collars. 

The collars to be neatly stitched with white thread-two rows, one- 
eighth of an inch apart, the first row close to the edge. 

The shoulder pieces of shirts to be doubled; the seams to be over- 
lapped and double stitched; the rows of the stitching to be one-half 
inch apart. The breasts of the shirt to be of double thicl<ncss, four 
inches wide on each side; to be neatly stitched Wit11 white thread-two 
rows of stitching one-half inch apart. The opening in front of the shirt 
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shall extend downward from the collar ten inches, neatly stitched and 
strengthenecl at the point where the opening ends. Three tape ties on 
each side at equal distances apart-ties to be twelve inches long. 

Trowsers are to be made with broad flaps, to button one and three- 
quarters of an inch from the t ~ p .  

The cuRs of all froclis to be uniform in length. There will be no dun- 
garee cuffs. The cnffs are to be of the same material as the frocks-to 
be neatly stitched all around, a i th  two buttons on the sleeve. 

Those for Landsmen, Coal-heavers and Boys, shall have one strip of 
blue dungaree or blue tape around the cuff, one-half inch wide, one inch 
and one-half from the lower edge. 

For Ordinary Seamen and Second Class Firemen, two strips, one 
quarter of an inch apart. For Seamen, three strips; and for Petty Offi- 
cers, four strips. On the blue frocks there shall be strips of white tape 
one-half inch \vide; sewed on in the same manner. 

Nava1,Apprentices will wear the letter A on the right or left sleeve of 
their jackets and frocks, according as they belong to the starboard or 
port watch, to be placed half-way between the edge of the sleeve and 
the elbow, and to be not less than one and a half 'nor more than two 
inches long ; and made of or worked in blue or white sewing materials, 
according to the color of the garmenGthe white upon blue garments, 
and vice versa. 

Ships7 Writers will wear the letter W on the. front of the left sleeve of 
their jackets and frocks, half-way between the edge of the sleeve and 
the elbow, to be from one and one-half to two inches long, and made of 
or worked in blne or white sewing materials, according to the color of 
the ga rment the  white upon blue garments, and vice versa. 

Ships' Schoolmasters will wear the letter S on the front of the left 
sleeve of their jackets' and frocks, half-way between the edge of the 
sleeve and the elbow, to be from one and one-half to two inches long, 
and made of or worked in blue or white sewing materials, according to , 
the color of the garment-the white upon blue garments, and vice versa. 

Stewards of Commanders-in-Chief, of other commanding officers, and 
of ward-room messes, may be allowed to wear blue cloth or flannel jack- r-
ets, with rolliilg collar; to be double-breasted, with two rows of medium 
size navy buttpns, six in each row. The;y may also be allome(1 to wear 
plain blne cloth caps, with visors, and with or without covers. On 
special occasions they may be directed to wear citizens' clothes. 

Caps for all petty officers, not otherwise specified, and for enlisted 
men, will be uniform both in shape and color, and in the length of bow 
to the draw ribbon. White linen cap covers may be worn within the 
tropics ancl elsewhere in very hot ,weather. The cap covers to be made 
a plain circle, a little larger than the circu*ference of the cap, with a 
neat white cord, or narrow tape draw-string ; and when tied on the cap, 
to be not more than half an inch below the rounded part of the top of 
the cap. The draw-string is to be fastened behind in a small'lieat knot. I 
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All sennit hats  are to be uniforni in shape. The height of tlie crown 
be two and one-half inches, the brim to be three inches in width, and 

itholxt lining. 
Ha t  ribbons are to be one inch and a qnarter wide, and must be ~xni-
rm both in width and in length of tie bow. The lettering is to be 
' gilt or yellow color, and must be the same in character and size for 

the whole ship's company. 
Petty officers and others who have received l 1medals of honor7, from 

t l ~ cSecretary of the Navy will be encouraged to wear them a t  ge11er:tl 
uster and on all other suitable occasions.
